Council Considers lOfo 
Salary Hike for Police

In the first of a series of budget 
meetings with department heads, 
the council on Tuesday, April 10, 
reviewed police department expen¬ 
diture requests for the coming fis¬ 
cal year 1973-74. Engendering the 
most discussion was a proposed 
10% salary increase for police of¬ 
ficers with a 5% increase proposed 
for police clerks and the rest of 
the city staff. 

City manager James K. Giese 
and police chief William Lane sta¬ 
ted that the 10% increase was need¬ 
ed to keep Greenbelt salary levels 
xxiinparative to those paid by oth¬ 
er jurisdictions. A table was pro¬ 
duced which showed that the start¬ 
ing salary for Greenbelt patrolmen 
was $8,507 per year, compared with 
$9,877 in Prince Georges county 
and $9,111 in Laurel. 

Mayor Richard Pilski said that 
what bothered him was how one 
could justify the differential in in¬ 
creases between policemen and 
other city employees, Giese replied 
that if the salary scales are not 
kept competitive, the city will face 
a real problem in recruiting offic¬ 
ers without lowering standards. 

Several council members observ¬ 
ed that it is difficult to compare 
jurisdictions unless one also knew 
what other benefits were being 
provided such as overtime, health 
insurance, etc. Giese was asked to 
make a comparison of the total 
fringe and regular pay package and 
for a few additional nearby muni¬ 
cipalities such as Takoma Park, 
Hyattsville and Bladensburg. 

Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
speculated whether the police de¬ 
partment was overstaffed. The 
present size of the department for 
Greenbelt's 18,000 people is 18, with 
one additional police officer being 
proposed. She noted that the usual 
formula is one police officer per 
1,000 population, but thought al¬ 
lowance ought to be made for 
Greenbelt being a low-crime area. 

Chief Lane in reply stressed that 
many of the police department’s 
activities such as registerng bikes, 
keeping a watch on empty houses, 
etc. are directed at preventing 
crime and implied that Greenbelt’s 
low rate may be due to such vigi¬ 
lance. 

Giese noted that the additional 
police officer being proposed will 
be funded under the Federal Pub¬ 
lic Employment Program (PEP), 
so that the tax rate will not be 
affected by the addition. This pro¬ 
gram provides Federal funds un¬ 
der the Emergency Employment 
Act for the employment of vet¬ 
erans or persons who have been 
unemployed for more than three 
weeks. 

In addition to personnel expendi¬ 
tures, the new budget contem¬ 
plates the replacement of two po¬ 
lice squad cars and purchase of 
a portable radio, criminal investi— 
gation camera, and fingerprint 
comparator.

Charlestowne Homeowners 
Get Organized, Choose 
Joan Gleckel as Head

The Charlestowne Village Council 
of Co-Owners held its first annual 
meeting and election on April 10 
in the Charlestowne North party 
room. From a field of eleven candi¬ 
dates, the council elected as its 
Board of Directors Joan Gleckel, 
Ricardo Fagnani, Charles Mar- 
quardt, Earle Amey, and John 
Breyer. The first three received the 
largest number of votes and will 
serve three-year terms, while Amey 
and Breyer will serve for two years. 

The new board met on April 13 
and elected its officers: president, 
Joan Gleckel; vice president, Earle 
Amey; treasurer, Rick Fagnani; 
secretary, Charles Marquardt. The 
board found that its first order of 
business was to consider a proposed 
budget of $83,352 for fiscal 1973-74. 
It is in the process of reviewing 
contracts and needs before taking 
action. The directors are attempt¬ 
ing to obtain a detailed break¬ 
down of past expenses from the 
management company. 

The board also found that one of 
its earliest duties will be to identify 
the most pressing needs and prior 
ities in the opinion of the member¬ 
ship. Among these will be overall 
plans for land use and a close look 
at expenditures vs. returns. The 
board has decided to hold monthly 
meetings open to the membership 
and to encourage residents of each 
building to send a representative to 
its meetings. 

The annual meeting on April 19 
brought an excellent turnout, with 
about 175 attending, according to the 
management. There are 165 units 
in the Village, Peter Larkin, of the 
nominating committee, commented 
on the enthusiastic response to the 
election which, he said, indicates 
that the condominium has made a 
fine start as a cohesive community. 

The nominating committee, with 
Robert Porteous as chairman, had 
been formed at a special meeting 
of the council (which consists of 
the 165 owners of units) on March 
22. The committee sponsored a 
Meet the Candidates Evening on 
April 8 and also served as election 
supervisors. Four of its five nom 
inees were elected. 

The new board takes over from 
a board consisting of officers of 
Bresler & Reiner Inc., which owned 
the condominium when it was 
formed in April 1972. The project 
continues to be managed by Town 
Center Management Corporation 
under a two-year contract.

Financial Report 

As summarized in the March 29 
issue of the News Review, the cor¬ 
poration’s receipts in 1972 exceed¬ 
ed its expenditures by $90,800, ac¬ 
cording to the financial statement 
released by comptroller Donald Mc¬ 
Ginn, He and manager Breashears 
also presented a proposal for alloca¬ 
tions to the various reserve funds, 
at Thursday’s meeting. These re¬ 
serves are set up separately for the 
brick, frame and new homes; and 
for each group of homes they are di¬ 
vided into the categories of heating, 
maintenance, contingency, taxes 
and capital improvement loans. 

According to the staff’s proposals, 
the frame home reserves for 1972 
will be increased by $55,000 over the 
1971 figure, while the brick home 
reserves would decrease by about 
$2,000; the over-all increase in re¬ 
serves, from 1971 to 1972, will be 
$63,000. The actual total reserve 
figure, at the end of 1972, was $422- 
000, while a net addition of $30,000 
proposed since then brings the fig- 

GREENBELTER 12TH IN 
BOSTON MARATHON 

On April 16 Jack Mahurin, Ridge 
Road, a graduate student at the 
University of Maryland, studying 
appropriately enough exercise phy¬ 
siology, placed 12th in the Boston 
Marathon with a time of 2:25:31. 
This is by far the best performance 
ever of a Greenbelter and Mahurin 
led all Washington metropolitan 
area finishers this year. Three oth¬ 
er Greenbelters finished the mara¬ 
thon; Bob Harper, Woodland Way 
256 position in 3:01:11; Bob O’Brien, 
Lakeside North, 267 in 3:02:09 and 
Alex Barnes of Laurel Hill, 435th in 
3:14:24. The weather was too warm 
for fast times and many of the 
1,384 starters dropped out.

Park, a Greenbelt sponsored 5 mile 
handicap race was held with the 
fastest runners starting later with 
the largest time handicap to ov¬ 
ercome. Forty runners were in the 
5 mile won by Bernard Herring in 
31:21 (10 min.).

(15 min.); Hugh Jascourt 19th, 3347 
(15 min.); Milton Greenbaum 23rd, 
31:18 (18 min.) and Jason Page 

27th, 31:39 (18 min.). All Green¬ 
belter finishers receive trophies.

ure to $452,000 as of March 31. 

Among these reserve categories 
is a fund consisting of the profits 
on the corporation’s purchase and 
resale of homes, now amoutning 
to $17,100. Gordon Allen of the 
Audit committee questioned whe¬ 
ther such a revolving fund is pro¬ 
perly authorized under the by-laws, 
urging that the board should check 
this out with the corporation coun 
sel. Directors Tom White and Nat 
Shinderman saw no difficulty with 
the present arrangement, however. 

Engineering Report 

The engineering report of W. N. 
Meyer and Associates, which was 
commissioned a month ago to pro¬ 
vide data "showing the compara¬ 
tive owning and operating costs 
of oil vs. electrical heating for a 
ten and twenty year period, for the 
houses as presently constructed 
and for the houses when completely 
insulated,’’ was presented to the 
board and referred to the Planning 
committee for evaluation. 

The firm’s report has compared 

(1) conversion of central plants to 
oil-fired hot water heating with 

(2) individual hot water plants for 
each building and also with <3> 
electrical heating, and recommends 
that the second alternative be ex¬ 
plored. It advises holding off on 
insulating buildings and crawl spa 
ces until repairs are made for oth¬ 
er reasons. A meeting will be held 
with Meyer at the end of this 
month, to clarify the details. 

Manager Breashears told the 
board that he and maintenance su¬ 
pervisor David Kane have gone 
over TAA’s report on the roofs of 
the flat cinderblock homes (com 
missioned last October) ; the report 
suggests that complete replace¬ 
ment of the existing roofs should 
be undertaken, and Breashears 
recommended that it be approved 
so that TAA can then take the next 
step of drawing up actual specifica¬ 
tions to be submitted to contrac¬ 
tors for bids. On a motion by Di¬ 
rector David Lange, the report was 
accordingly approved. 

Hugh O’Donnell of the Plan¬ 
ning subcommittee, which is pre¬ 
sently examining steps to be taken 
for the proposed pilot project, ask¬ 
ed the board for access to the staff’s 
maintenance records, for the pur¬ 
pose of identifying problem areas. 
The manager told the board that 
under present policy he has had 
to turn down the request. Director 
Lange ( a member of the parent 
Planning committee) suggested that 
the subcommittee could have 
brought the request to the parent 
committee; O'Donnell argued that 
it already had, and a difference of 
views became evident. Director Nat 
Shinderman, also on the Planning 
committee, essentially agreed with 
Lange in urging a joint meeting of 
the two committees to discuss the 
request. Another member of the 
Planning subcommittee, John Tho¬ 
mas, voiced distress at the am 
ount of work that the subcommittee 
has to deal with, while at the same 
time acting through the Planning 
committee in order to communi¬ 
cate with the board. A joint meet 
ing was however set up. 

Near the end of the meeting Di¬ 
rector White, speaking for the Fi¬ 
nance committee, recommended two 
by-law changes to be proposed to 
the membership at the annual meet¬ 
ing. One would authorize a second 
audit within a given year to be 
of more limited scope than the 
main audit, as is already the case 
according to White; it could also 
be carried out at any time during 
the year. The other bv-law change* 
more minor, would raise a $500 fig 
ure for “Expenditure of Funds for 
Contracts," set about 15 years ago* 
to $1000, a more realistic figure 
considering the decrease in the val¬ 
ue of the dollar over that time. 

Finally, Director Donald Volk in 
formed .the board that the annual 
House and Garden Tour has been 
set for May 6, and will involve 
about forty homes.

APB Reports On 
April 23 Agenda 

A request to the county for a 
special exception to permit pri¬ 
vate academic instruction above 
the second grade at the Jewish 
Community Center has been regar¬ 
ded with favor by the city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board. By a 
unanimous vote, the APB recom¬ 
mended to the city council appro¬ 
val, provided that the loading and 
unloading of children occur in the 
parking lot at the rear of the build¬ 
ing located at Westway and Ridge. 

The JCC has filed the applica¬ 
tion for special exception on be¬ 
half of the Partridgeberry School, 
which now has currently enrolled 
20 children. Partridgeberry School 
wishes to admit 8, 9, and 10-year- 
old children up to a maximum of 
40. Counting the 30 children pre¬ 
sently enrolled in the Temple’s 
nursery school, the new enroll¬ 
ment would be 70, some 12 above 
the existing special exception. 

In its Report (No. 124), APB 
expressed concern over the possible 
impact of loading and unloading 
children at the front of the building 
in view of the traffic volume using 
the Ridge and Westway intersec- 
ion. Noting that there could be 
traffic tie-ups or bottlenecks at 
this intersection, the APB recom¬ 
mended that loading and unload¬ 
ing occur at the rear of the build¬ 
ing. 

Community Goals 

Another APB Report (No. 125) 
recommended that the community 
goals for Greenbelt be expressed 
in short descriptive phrases. Sug¬ 
gested were the following: i. 
Quality, 2. Stability; 3. Preserva¬ 
tion of garden community 4 . Lei¬ 
sure time opportunities; 5. Main¬ 
tenance; 6. Adequate provision for 
municipal services; and 7 . safety. 

Mobil Gas Station 

Council also received APB Re- 
port No. 123 on the proposed sub¬ 
division plan for the reconstruction 
of the Mobil Oil service station lo¬ 
cated at Centerway and Orescent 
Rd. The report reaffirms the APtB 
position that a direct pedestrian 
access be provided from the un¬ 
derpass near Garden way to Gent- 
terway as is presently provided by 
a sidewalk across the Mobil pro¬ 
perty. 

Because the parcel involved 
(Parcel 3- A) was never previously 
subdivided, the plan must be ap¬ 
proved by the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission before building permits 
can be granted. The existing side¬ 
walk was never dedicated as a pub¬ 
lic sidewalk. 

Another problem with the Mo¬ 
bil station property is that it ex¬ 
tends out into the right of way of 
Crescent Road, reducing the right 
of way width from 100 feet to 53 
feet The city is seeking a 60-foot 
right-of-way at least. 

These reports will be taken up 
by council at its April 23 meeting.
